"Within the past five years, the militant American Hagro has become aa increaelng- 
ly active "combatant In the struggle for civil rights. Espousing the goals of unquali- 
fied equality and integration, many of these outspoken insurgents have participated la 
freedom rides and protest marches against their segregationist fees. Today, they face 
opposition from not one, but two inimical exponents of racism and segregation: the 
white supremacists and the Black Misllms, a relatively unknown and insignificant rad- 
ical religious negro cult until a fev years ago, the nulims have grown Into a Dedica- 
ted, disciplined nationwide movement which runs its own school, publishes Its own news- 
paper, owns stores and restaurants In four major cities, buys broadcast time on 50 
radio stations throughout the country, stages mass rallies attended by partisan crowds 
of 10-000 and nor*, and maintain* its own police force of judo- trained athletes called 
the Fruit of Isles. 

Predicated on the proposition that the black man is morally, spiritually and 
tallectuslly superior to the white man, who is called a "devil," Muslim doctrine 
him to extermination in an imminent Armageddon - along with Christianity itself, which 
is denounced as an opiate designed to lull Segroes - with ths promise or heaven - into 
passive acceptance of inferior social status* Amalgamating elements of Christianity 
and Mohammedanism (both of which officially and unequivocally disown it) and spiked 
with a black- supremacy version of Hitler's Aryan racial theories, Muslimism was founded 
in 1931 by Elijah Fools, a Georgia -born ex-factor** worker who todav commands uneuna- 
tlonlng obedience from thousands of followers as the Honorable Elijah Muhammad, Mese- 
enger of Allah. At the right hand of God's Messenger stands 36-year-old Mslcolm Little, 
a lauky onetime dining-car steward, bootlegger, pimp and dope pusher who left prison 
In 1952 to heed Muhammad's message, abandoned his "slave name,*' Little, for the symbol- 
ic "X" (meaning Identity unknown), and took an oath to abstain thereafter from smoking, 
drinking, gambling, cursing, dancing and sexual promiscuity - as required of every 
Muslim, the ambitious young man rosa swiftly to become the Messenger's most ardent 
and erudite disciple, and today wields all but absolute authority over the movement 
and its membership as Muhammad's business manager, trouble shooter, prime minister 
and heir apparent. 

In tbe belief that knowledge and awareness are necessary and effective antitoxins 
against the venom of hate, PLAYBOY asked Malcolm X to submit toa cross-examination on 
the means and ends of his organisation. The ensuing interview was conducted at a se- 
cluded table In a Harlem restaurant owned by the Muslims. Interrupting his replies 
occasionally with a sip of black African coffee and whispered asides to deferential 
aides, the dark-suited minister of Harlem's Muslim Temple Number Seven spoke with can- 
dor and - except for moments of impassioned execration of all whites - the-impereonal 
tone of a aelf-o-BSured corporation executive.

PLAYBOY: Do you feel that the Black Muslim*' goal of obtaining "several states" la a 
practical vision? 

MALCOLM X: Well, you, might consider some things practical that axe really Impractical. 
Wasn't it impractical that the Supreme Court could Issue e desegregation order nine 
years ego and there 'a atlll only eight percent compliance? la it practical that a hun- 
dred yeara after the Civil War there'a not freedom for the black man yett On the re- 
cord for integration you've got the President, the Congress, the Supreme Court - but 
show me your integration, where is It? That 'a practical? Mr. M-.'luramad teaehea ua to 
be for what 'a really practical - that's separation. It 'a more natural than integration. 
PLAYBOT: In the view of many, that la highly debatable. Bowever: In a recent Inter- 
view, Negro author-lecturer Louis Lomax aaid, "Eighty percent, if not more, of America *a 
20,000,000 Negroea vibrate aympathetlcally with the Mis lime* indictment of the white 
power structure. But thia does not mean we agree with them In their doctrlnea of eat 
trangement or with their proposed resolutions of the race problem." Does this view 
represent a consensus of opinion among Negroea? And if so, la it possible that your 
scparatlonist and ant 1 -Christian doctrine have the effect of alienating many of your 
race? 

MALCOLM X: Sir, you make a mistake listening to people who tell you how much our stand 
alienates black men in this country. I'd guess actually we have the sympathy of 90 
percent of the black people. There are 20,000,000 dormant Muslims in America. A Mualim 
to us is somebody who Is for the black man; I don't care if he goea to the Baptist 
Church seven days a week. The Honorable Elijah Muhammad aaya that a black man la born 
a Muslim by nature. There are millions of Muslims not aware of it now. All of them 
will be Muslims when they wake up; that's what's meant by the Resurrection. 

Sir, I'm going to tell you a secret; the black man la a whole lot smarter than white 
people think he Is. The black man has aurvlved in this country by fooling the white 
man. He's been dancing and grinning and white men never guessed what he waa thinking. 
Now you'll hear the bourgeois Negroea pretending to be alienated, but they're Just mak- 
ing the white man think they don't go for what Mr. Muhammad is saying. Thia Begro that 
will tell you he 'a so against ua, he 'a Just protecting the crumbs he gets from the white 
p»n*s table. Thia kind of Negro la to busy trying to be like the white man that ha 
doesn't know what the real massee of hla own people are thinking. A fine car and houee 
and clothea and liquor have made a lot think themselves different from their poor black 
brothers. But Mr. Mr. Muhammad aaya that Allah la going to wake up all black man to 
see the white man aa he really la, end aee what Chrlatlanity has done to them* The 
black maeaea that are waking up don't believe in Chrlatlanity anymore. All it'e dona 
for black men la help to keep them slaves.. Mr. Muhammad la teaching that Chrlatlanity, 
as white people aee it, means that whltea can have their heaven here on earth, but the 
black men la supposed to catch hla hell here. The black man la supposed to keep be- 
lieving that when he dies, he'll float up to some city with golden etreets and milk and 
honey on a cloud somewhere. Every black man In North America has heard black Christian 
preachera shouting about "tomorrow in good old Beulah'e Land." But the thinking black 
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-masses today are lnter«^~> n Muhammad's land. Tba Pro^V " Land that tha Honorable 
Elijah Muhammad talka aW:.v a* right hara on thia aarth.^*4 diligent black man today 
are Interested inn religious doctrine that offers a aolutl&n to thalr problems right 
now t right here on thia earth, vhile they are alive. 

Tou must understand that the Honorable Elijah Muhammad represents tha fulfil went of 
Biblical prophecy to us. In tha Old Testament, Moses lived to eee hla enemy, Pharaoh, 
drowned in-tbe lad Sea - which in essence means that Mr. Muhammad will sea tha comple- 
tion of his work in his lifetime, that he will live to aee victory gained over Ma 
enemy* 

PLAYBO? : The Old Testament connection seemi tenuous. Are you referring to tha Mas 11m 
Judgment day which your organisation's newspaper, Muhammad Speaks , calle "Armageddon*' 
and prophesies as iamlnent? 

MA LCOLM x: Armageddon deals with the final battle between God and the Devil. Sie Third 
World War is referred to as Armageddon by many white itatesmen. There won't be amy 
more war after then because there won't be any more war mongers. I don't know whan 
Armageddon, whatever form it takes, is aupposed to be. But I know the time la near 
when the white man will be finished. The signs are all around ue. Ten years ago you 
couldn't hav e paid a Southern Negro to defy local customs. The British Lion's tall has 
been snatched off in black Africa. The Indonesians have booted out such would-be Im- 
perialists ss the Dutch. The French, who felt for a century that Algeria was theirs, 
have had to run for their lives back to France. Sir, the point I make la that all over 
the vorld, the old day of standing In fear and trembling before the almighty white man 
is none ! 

PLAYBOY; You refer to whites t» the guilty and the enemy, you predict divine retribu- 
tion against them; and you preach absolute separation from the white community. Do not 
these views substantiate that your movement is predicated on race hatred? 
MALCOLM X; Sir, it's from Mr. Muhammad that the black messes are learning for the first 
time in 400 years the real truth of how the white man brainwashed the black man, kept 
him Ignorant of his true history, robbed him of his self-confidence. The black masses 
for the first time are understanding that it* a not a case of being anti-white or anti- 
Christaln, but it's a case of seeing the true nature of the white man. We're anti- 
evil, anti-oppression, anti-lynching. Tou can't be anti- those things unless you're 
also anti- the oppressor and the lyncher. Tou can't be anti-slavery and pro-slava- 
mr.ster; you can't be anti-crime and pro-criminal. In fact, Mr. Muhammad teachea that 
if the present generation of whites would study their own race in the light of their 
true history, they would be anti-white themselves. 
PLAYBOY: Are you? 

MALCOLM X: As soon as the white man hears a black man say that he's through loving 
white people, then the white man accuses the black man of hating him. The Honorable 
Elijah Muhammad doesn't teach hate. The white man isn't important enough for the Hon- 
orable Elijah Muhammad and his followers to spend any time hating him. The white man 
has brainwashed himself into believing that all the black people in the world want to 
be cuddled up next to him. When he meets what we're talking about, he can't believe it, 
takes all the wind out of him. When we tell him we don't want to be around him, we 
don't to be like he is, he's staggered. It stakes him re-evaluate his 300-year myth 
about the black man. What I want to know is how the white man, with the blood of black 
people dripping off his fingers, can have the audacity to be asking black people do 
they hate him. That takes a lot of nerve. 

PLAYBOY: How do you reconcile your disavowal of hatred with the announcement you made 
last year that Allah had brought you "the good news" that 120 white At Ian tana had Just 
been killed in an air crash en route to America from Paris? 

MALCOLM X: Sir, as I see the law of Justice, it says as you sow, so shall you reap. 
The white am has reveled as the rope snapped black men's necks. He has reveled around 
the lynching fire. It's only right for the black man* a true God, Allah, to defend as - 
snd for us to be Joyous because our God manifests his ability to Inflict pain on our 
enemy. We Muslims believe that the white race, which is guilty of having oppressed 
and exploited and enslaved our people here in America, should and will be the victims 
of God's divine wrath. All civilised societies In their courts of Justice set a sen- 
tence of execution against those deemed to be enemies of society, such as murderers 
snd kidnapers. The presence of 20,000,000 black people here in America is proof that 
Uncle Sam is guilty of kidnaping - because we didn't cone hare voluntarily on the 
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Mayflower, And 400 yeaL Jc xynchlngs condemn Uncle SmQ murderer. ■ ■ * 
PLAYBOY : He question thaf> 11- Inclusive generalisation. £% return to your atatement 
about the plena crash, whU.- Dr. Ealph Buncha heard about iW he called you tentally 
depraved.* 1 What la your reaction! 

MALCOLM X : I know all about what Dr. Buncha aald. Be 'a always got his International 
■outh open._ Be apologised in the UN when black people protested there. You 1 11 notice 
that whenever the white man lata a black van get prominent, he has a Job for Ma. Dr. 
Btmche serves the white men well - he represents, speaks for and defenda the white man. 
Be does none of this for the bleck men. Dr. Dunche has functioned as a white men 'a 
tool, designed to influence international opinion on the Hegro. The white man man > * 
Negro local tools, national tools, and Dr. Buncha la an International tool. - ^, 
PLAYBO Y: Dr. Bunche was only one of many prominent Hegroea who deplored your statement 
In similar terms. What reply have you to make to these spokesmen for your own people! 
MALCOLM X : Go ask their opinions and you'll be able to fill your notebook with what 
white people want to hear Negroes say. Let's take these so-called spokesmen for the 
black men by types. Start with the politicians. They never attack Mr. Muhammad per- 
sonally. They realise he has the sympathy of the bleck masses. They know they would 
alienate the masses whose votes they need. But the black civic leaders, they do 
attack Mr, Muhammad. The reason is usually that they are appointed to their positions 
by the white man. The white man pays them to attack us. The ones who attack Mr. 
Muhamnad the most are the ones who earn the most. Then take the black religious lead- 
ers, they also attack Mr. Muhamnad. These preachers do It out of self-defense, because 
they know he's waking up Negroes. No one believes what the Negro preacher preaches ex- 
cept those who ere mentally asleep, or in the darkness of ignorance about the true 
situation of the black man here today in this wilderness of North America. If you will 
take note, sir, many so-called Negro leaders who once attacked the Honorable Elijah 
Muhamnad don't do ao anymore. And he never speaks against them In the personal sense 
except as a reaction if they speak against him. Is Ism Is a religion that teaches ua 
never to attack, never to be the aggressor - but you can waste somebody If be attacks 
you. These Negro leaders have become aware that whenever the Honorable Elijah Muhammad 
±3 caused by their attack to level his guns against them, they always come out on the 
losing end. Many have experienced this. 

P IAY3CY : Do you admire and respect any other American Negro leadera - Martin Luther 
King, for example? 

KV LCOLM X : 1 am a Muslim, air. Muslims can see only one leader who has the qualifica- 
tions necessary to unite ell element* of bleck people in America. Thla la the Honor- 
able Elijah Muhamnad. 

P LAYBOY : Many white religious leaders have also gone on record against the Black 
Muslims. Writing in the official NAACP magazine, e Catholic priest described you as 
"a fascist-minded hate group," and B'nal B'rith has accused you of being not only anti- 
Christian but anti-Semitic. Do you consider this true? 

MALCOLM X _ : Insofar as the Christian world is concerned, dictatorships have existed only 
in areas or countries where you have Roman Catholicism. Catholicism conditions your 
mind for dictators. Can you think of a single Protestant country that has ever pro- 
duced a dictator? 

PLAYBOY ; Germany was predominantly Protestant when Hitler — 

MALCOLM X: Another thing to think of - In the 20th Century, the Christian Church has 
given us two heresies: fascism and communism. 

PLAYBOY : On what grounds do you attribute theae "Isms" to the Christian Churcht 
MALCOLM X: Where did fascism start? Where's the second- largest Communist party outside 
of Russia? The enswer to both Is Italy. Where Is the Vatican? But let?s not forget 
the Jew. Anybody that gives even e Just criticism of the Jew Is Instantly labeled 
anti-Semite. The Jew cries louder than anybody else if anybody criticises him. Ton 
can tell the truth about any minority In America, but make a true observation about the 
Jew, and if It doesn't pat him on the back, then he uses his grip on the news media to 
label you antl -Semite. Let me sey Just a word about the Jew and the black man. The 
Jew Is always anxious to advise the black man. But they never advise him how to solve 
his problem the way the Jews solved their problem. The Jew never went alttlng-ln and 
crawling-ln and sllding-ln and freedom-riding, like he teaches end help* Negroes to do. 
The Jews stood up, and stood together, and they used their ultimata power, the economic 
weapon. That's exactly what the Honorable Elijah Muhammad Is trying to teach black 
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Jew chat's advising the Negro joins the NAACF, CORE, the Urban League, and others.

MALCOLM X : A men who tosses worms In the river Isn't necessarily a friend of the fish. 
All the fish who take him for e friend, who think the worm's got no hook in It, usually 
end up in the frying pan. All these things dangled before us by the white liberal pos- 
ing as a friend end benefactor have turned out to be nothing but bait to make as think 
wr're making progress. The Supreme Court decision has never been enforced. Desegre- 
gation has never taken place. The promises have never been fulfilled. He have received 
only tokens, substitutes, trickery and deceit. 

PLAYBOY; What motives do you impute to PLAYBOY for providing you with this opportunity 
for the free discussion of your views? 

MALCOLM X ; I think you want to sell magazines. I've never seen e sincere white men, 
not when It comes to helping bleck people. Usually things like thle are done by white 
people to benefit themselves. The white man's primary interest is not to elevate the 
thinking of black people, or white people either. The white men Is Interested in the 
black man only to the extent that tha black man ig of yaa to bin. Tha white man's In- g 

teres t is to make money, to exploit. 

PLAYBOY : Is there any white man on earth whom you would concede to have the Negro's 
welfare genuinely et heart? 

MALCOLM X: I say, sir, that you can never make an intelligent judgement without evi- 
dence. If any man will study the entire history of the relationship between the white 
man and the black man, no evidence will be found that Justifies any confidence or faith 
that the black man might have in the white man today. 

PLAYBOY : Then you consider it Impossible for the white men to be anything but an ex- 
ploiter end e hypocrite in his re 1st ions with the Negro? 

MALCOLM X: Is it wrong to attribute e pre-dispositlon to wheat before It comes up out 
of the ground? Wheat's characteristics and nature make it wheat. It differs from ber- 
ley because of its nature. Wheat perpetuates its own characteristics Just es Che white 
race does. White people ere born devils by nature. They don't become so by deeds. If 
you never put popcorn In e skillet, it would still be popcorn. Put the heet to It, it -^ 
will pop. 

PLAYBOY: Y ou say that white men are devils by nature. Was Christ a devllT 
MAL COL M X: Christ wasn't white* Christ was a black man. 
PLAYBOY: On what Scripture do you base this assertion? 

M ALCOLM X : Sir, Billy Graham has made the same statement in public. Why not ask him 
what Scripture he found it in? When Pope Plus XII died, Life magazine carried a picture 
of him in his private study kneeling before e black Christ. 

PLAYBOY: Those are hardly quotations from Scripture. Was He not reviled as "King of 
the Jews" - a people the Black Muslims attack? 

MALCOLM X: Only the poor brainwashed American Negro has been made to believe that Christ 
was white, to maneuver him into worshiping the white man. After becoming a Muslim In 
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gan to think back on everything I had read and especially with the histories, I rea- 
lized that nearly all of them read by the general public have been made into white his- 
tories. I found out thet the history-whitening process either had left out great 
things that black men had done, or some of the great black men had gotten whitened. 
PLAYBOY: Would you list e few of these men? 

MALCOLM X : Wall, Hannibal, the most successful general that ever lived, was a black 
man. So was Beethoven; Beethoven's father was one of the blackamoors that hired them- 
selves out in Europe es professional soldiers. Haydn, Beethoven's teacher, was of 
African descent. Columbus, the discoverer of America, was a half-black man. _ 
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PLAYBOY: According to bf^ lea considered definitive, f*f ven'e father, Johfttnv

MALCOLM X: Whole black empire*, like the Moorish, have been whitened Co hide the fact 
that a great black aspire had conquered a white empire even before America waa dis- 
covered. The Moorish civilisation - black Africans - conquered and ruled Spain; they 
kept the light burning In Southern Europe. The word "Moor" means •^lack," by the may. 
Egyptian civilisation Is a classic example of how the white man stole great African 
cultures and makes them eppear today as white European. The black nation of Egypt la 
the only country that has s science named after Ite culture:- Egyptology. The a nc i ent 
Sumerians, a black-skinned people, occupied the Middle Eastern areas and were contem- 
pcray with the Egyptian civilisation. The Zncas, the As tecs, the May ana, all dark- 
skinned Indian people, had a highly developed culture here In America, In what la now 
Mexico and northern South America. Theie people had mastered agriculture at the time 
when European white people were atill living In mud huts and eating weeds. But white 
children, or black children, or grownups here today In America don't gat to read thla 
In the average books they are exposed to. 

PLA YSOY : Can you cite any authorlatlve historical documents for these observational 
MALCOLM X: I can cite a great many, sir. You could start with Herodotus, the Greek 
historian. He outright described the Egyptians as "black, with wooly hair." And the 
American archaeologist and Egyptologist James Henry Breasted did the same thing. 
PL AYBOY: You seem to have based your thesis on the premise that all nonwhlte races are 
necessarily black. 

M ALCOLM X ; Mr. Muhammad says that the red, the brown and the yellow ere Indeed all part 
of the black nation. Which means that black, brown, red, yellow, all are brothera, all 
ere one family. The white one Is s stranger. He's the odd fellow. 
PLAYBOY:, Since your classification of black peoples apparently includes the light- 
skinned Oriental, Middle Eastern and possibly even Latin races aa wall aa the darker 
Indian and Negroid strains. Just how do you decide how light-skinned it f s permlssable 
to be before being condemned as white? And if Caucasian white are devils by nature, do 
you classify people by degress of devillshness according to the lightness of their skin? 
MAICOLM X : I don't worry about these little technicalities. But I know that white ao- 
ciety has always considered that one drop of black blood makes you black. To mc, if 
one drop can do this, it only shows the power of one drop of black blood. And I know 
another thing - that Negroes who used to be light enough to pass for white have seen 
the handwriting on the wall and are beginning to come back and identify with their own 
kind. And white people who also are seeing the pendulum of time catching up with them 
are now trying to Jcin with blacks, or even find traces of black blood in their own 
veins, hoping that It will eave them from the catastrophe they see ahead. But no 
devil can fool God. Muslims have a little poem about them. It goes, "One drop will 
make you black, and will also in days to come save your soul." 

PLAYBOY : As one of this vast elite, do you hold the familiar majority attitude toward 
minority groups - regarding the white race, in this case, aa inferior in quality as 
veil as quantity to what you call the "black nation."? 

MALCOLM X: Thoughtful white people know they are Inferior to black people. Even East- 
land knows it. Anyone who has studied the genetic phase of biology knows that white Is 
considered recessive and black is considered dominant. When you want strong coffee, 
you ask for black coffee. If you want it light, you want it weak, integrated with 
white milk. Just like these Negroes who weaken themselves and their race by this In- 
tegrating and intermixing with whites. If you want bread with no nutritional value, 
you esk for white bread. All the good that was in it has been bleached out of it, and 
it will constipate you. If you want pure flour, you ask for dark flour, whole-wheat 
flour. * If you want pure sugar, you want dark sugar. 

PLAYBOY: If all whites are devilish by nature, as you have alleged, and If black and 
white are essentially opposite, aa you have Just stated, do you view all black men - 
with the exception of their non-Muslim leaders - as fundamentally angellcT 

MALCOLM X: Ho, there is plenty wrong with Negroes. They have no society. They're 
robots, automatons. Mo minds of their own. I hate to say that about us, but it's the 
truth. They are a black body with a white brain. Like the monster Frankenstein. The 
top part Is your bourgeois Negro. He's not Interested In his poor black brothers,. He's

Than there's the 
middle class of the Negro masses, the ones not In the ghetto, who realise that life Is 
a struggle, who are conscious of all the injustices being done and of the constant 
state of insecurity in which they live. They're ready to take some stand against every- 
thing that's against them. Now, when tfais group hears Mr. Muhammad's teachings, they 
are the ones who come forth faster and identify themselves, and take immediate stmps 
toward trying to bring into existence what Mr. Muhammad advocates. At the bottom of 
the social heap Is the black man in the big city ghetto. Be lives night and day mlth 
the rats and cockroaches and drowns himself with alcohol and anesthetizes himself with 
dop*j to try and forest where and what he is± That Negro has givsn up all hope. He's 
the hardest one for us to reach, because he'a the deepest In the mud. But whan you get 
him, you've got the best kind of Muslim. Because he makes the most drastic change. 
He's the most fearless. Be will stand the longest. He has nothing to lose, even his 
life, because he didn't have that in the first place. I look upon myself, sir, as a 
prise example of this category - and as graphic an example as you could find of torn 
salvation of the black man. 

F LAY30 Y : Could you give us a brief review of the early Ufa that lad to your own 
"salvation"? 
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of my mother's mother having been raped by a white man. I bate every drop of whits 
blood in me. Before I em indicted for hate again, sir - la It wrong to hate the blood 
of a replst? But to continue: My father was a militant follower of Marcus Gervey's 
"Back to Africa" movement. The lansing, Michigan, equivalent of the Ku Klux Klan 
warned him to stop preaching Garvey's message, but he kept on end one of my earliest 
memories is of being snatched awake one night with a lot of screaming going on becauee 
our home was afire. But my father got louder about Garvey, and the next time ha 
found bludgeoned in the head, lying across streetcar tracks. Be died soon and our 
ily was in a bad way. We were so hungry we were di»y and w* had sowhers Co turn. 
Finally the authorities came in and we children were scattered about In different 
places as public wards. I happened to become the ward of a white couple who ran a cor- 
rectional school for white boys. This family liked me in the way they liked their 
house pats. They. got me enrolled in an all-white school. Z was popular, I played 
sports and everything, and studied hard, and I stayed at the head of my class through 
the eighth grade. That summer I was 14, but I was big enough and looked old enough to 
get away with telling a lie that I was 21, so I got a job working in the dining car of 
a train that ran between Boston and New York City. 

On ay layovers in New York, I'd go to Harlem. That's where 1 Saw in the bats all 
these men and women with what looked like the easiest life in the world. Plenty of 
money, big cars, all of it. I could tell they were in the rackets and vice. I hung 
around those bars whenever I came in town, and I kept my ears and eyes open and my 
mouth shut. And they kept their eyes on me. too. Finally, one day a numbers man told 
me that he needed a runner, and I never caught the night train back to Boston. Right 
there was when I started my life In crime. I was In all of it that the white police 
and the gangsters left open to the black criminal, sir. I was In numbers, bootleg 
liquor, "hot" goods, women. I sold the bodies of black women to white men, and white 
women to black men. I was in dope, I was in everything evil you could name* The only 
thing I could say good for myself, sir, was that I did not indulge in hitting anybody 
over the head. 
PLAYBOY; By the time you were 16, according to the record, you had several men working

Harlem. I didn't cere \f f 'ey wanted. I knew' where **~' , f* p ~ them to it. And J Veil ' 
you what I noticed here vjt my best customers always iLv? • officials, the top 
police people, bu« ine same A^ .politicians and clergymen. I m&er forgot that. I met all 
levels of tbese white people, supplied them with everything they wanted, and I saw that 
they were just a filthy race of devils. But despite the fact that my own father was 
murdered by whites, and I had seen my people ell my life brutaliied by whites, I wee 
still bXlndsnough to mix with them and socialise with them. Z thought they mere gods 
and goddesses - until Mr. Muhamnad's powerful spiritual messsge opened my eyas and en- 
abled me to see them es e rece of devils. Nothing had made me see the white man as be 
is until one word from the Honorable Elijah Muhammad opened my eyes overnight. .. '. .l, 
PLAYBOY: When did this happen? ^~ 

W-LCOLMjt: In prison. I vee finally caught and spent 77 months in three different" 
prisons. But it was the greatest thing that ever happened to me, because it waa In 
prison that I first heard the teachings of the Honorable Elijah Muhammad. His teach- 
ings were what turned me around. The first time I beard the Honorable Elijah Muham- 
mad's statement, "The white man is the devil," it Just clicked. I am a good example 
of why Islam is spreading so rapidly across the land. I was nothing but another con- 
vict, a semi-illiterate criminal. Mr. Muhammad's teachings were able to reach into 
prison, which is the level where people are considered to have fallen as low as they 
can go. His teachings brought me from behind prison walls and placed me on the podl- 
uras of some of the leading colleges and universities in the country. I often think, 
sir, that in 1946, I was sentenced to 8 to 10 years in Cambridge, Massachusetts, aa m 
common thief who had never passed the eighth grade. And the next time I went back to 
Cambridge was In March 1961, as a guest speaker at the Harvard law School Forum. This 
is the best example of Mr. Muhammad's ability to take nothing and make something, to 
take nobody and make somebody. 

P I/.YBOE : Your rise to prominence in the Muslim organization baa been so swift that a 
number of your ovn membership have bailed you as their articulate exemplar, and many 
anti -Muslims regard you as the real brains and power of the movement. What is your 
reaction to this sudden eminence? 

M ALCOLM X: Sir, it's heresy to imply that I am In any way whatever even equal to Mr. 
Kiiharaad, No man on earth today is his equal. Whatever I am that is good. It la 
through what I have been taught by Mr. Muhammad. 

PLA YBOY: Be that as it may, the time is near when your leader, who is 65, will have to 
retire from leadership of the Muslim movement. Many observers predict that when this 
day com'-s, the new Messenger of Allah in America - a role which you have called the 
most po -erful of any black man in the world - will be Malcolm X. How do you feel about 
this prospect? 
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Muhammad chose me and many others to help him. Only God has the say-so. But I will 
tell you one thing. I frankly don't believe that I or anyone else am worthy to succeed 
Mr. Muhammad. No one preceded him. I don't think I could make the sacrifice he has 
made or set his good example. He has done more than lay down his life. But his work 
is already done with the seed he has planted among black people. If Mr. Muhammad and 
every identifiable follower he has, certainly including myself, were tomorrow removed 
from the scene by more of the white man's brutality, there is one thing to be sure of: 
Mr. Muhammad's teachings of the naked truth have fallen upon fertile soil among 
20,000,000 black men here in this wilderness of North America. 

PLAYBOY : Has the soil, in your opinion, been as fertile for Mr. Muhammad's teachings 
elsewhere in the world - a^ong the emerging nations of black Africa, for instance? 

MALCOLM X: I think not only that his teachings have had considerable Impact even la 
Africa but that the Honorable Elijah Muhammad has had a greater impact on the world 
than the rise of the African nations. I say this as objectively as I can, being a Mus- 
lim. Even the Christian missionaries are conceding that in black Africa, for every 
Christian conversion, there are two Muslim conversions. 

^ LAYBOY : Might conversions be even more numerous If It weren't for the somewhat strained 
Nations which are said by several Negro writers to exist between the black people of 
l*£\ \a and America?

Z 
come to the desk and always see that "hare comes -a- Negro" look. Zt'e kind of a re- 
served, coldly tolerant cordiality. But when I sey "Malik Shabazs," their whole atti- 
tude changes: they snap to respect. They think la an African. People say what's in a 
name. The "American black man Is seeing the African respected as a human being. The 
African gets respect because he has an identity and cultural roots. But most of all 
because the African owns some lend. For these reasons he has bis human rights recog- 
nized, end that makes his civil rights automatic. 

PLAY SOY: Do you feel this is true of Negro civil and human rights In South Africa, where 
the doctrine of apartheid is enforced by the government of Prime Minister Verwoerol 
M ALCOLM X: They don't stand for anything different in South Africa than America stands 
for. The only difference Is over there they preach es well as practice apartheid. 
Anerica preaches freedom and practices slavery. America preaches integration and prac- 
tices segregation. Verwoerd is an honest white man. So are the Barnetts, Fa ub uses, 
East lands and Rockwells. They want to keep all white people white. And we want to 
keep all black people black. As between the racists and the integratlonlsta, I highly 
prefer the racists. I'd rather walk among rattlesnakes, whose constant rattle warns 
me where they are, than among those Northern snakes who grin and make you forget you're 
still In a snake pit. Any white man is against blacks. The entire American economy Is 
based on white supremacy. Even the religious philosophy is, in essence, white suprem- 
acy. A white Jesus. A white Virgin. White angels. White everything. But a black 
Devil, of cource. The "Uncle Sam" political foundation Is based on white supremacy, 
relegating nonwhltes to second-class citizenship. It goes without saying that the so- 
cial philosophy Is strictly white supremacist. And the educational system perpetuates 
white supremacy. 

PLAYBHY : Ar*s you contradicting yourself by denouncing white supremacy while praising 
its practitioners, since you admit that you share their goal of separation? 
M ALCOLM X : The fact that I prefer the candor of the Southern segregationist to the 
hypocrisy of the Northern integratlonlat doesn't alter the basic Immorality of white 
supremacy. A devil is still s devil whether he wears a bed sheet or a Brooks Brothers 
suit. The Honorable Elijah Muhammad teaches separation simply because any forcible 
attempt to Integrate America completely would result in another Civil War, a cata- 
strophic explosion among whites which would destroy America - and still not solve the 
prcblen. But Mr. Muhammad's solution of separate black and white would solve the prob- 
lem neatly for both the white and black man, and America would be saved. Then the whole 
world would give Uncle Sam credit for being something other than a hypocrite. 
PLAY BOY:, Do you feel that the Administration's successful stand on the integration of 
James Meredith into the University of Mississippi has demonstrated that the Government- 
far from being hypocritical - is sympathetic with the Negro's aspirations for equality? 
MALCOLM X: What was accomplished? It took 15,000 troops to put Meredith in the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi. Those troops and $3,000,000 - that's what was spent - to get one 
Negro in. That $3,000,000 could have been used much more wisely by the Federal Govern- 
ment to elevate the living standards of all the Negroes in Mississippi. 
PLAYBOY:. Then in your view, the principle involved was not worth the expense. Tet It . -. 
Is a natter of record that President Kennedy, in the face of Southern opposition, 
championed the appointment of Dr. Roberc Weaver as the first Negro Cabinet member. 
Doesn't this indicate to you, as it does to many Negro leaders, that the Administration 
is determined to combat white supremacy? 

MALCOLM X: Kennedy doesn't have to fight: he's the President. Be didn't have any fight 
replacing Rlblcoff with Celebresse. Be didn't have any trouble putting Goldberg on the 
Supreme Court. Be hasn't had any trouble getting anybody in but Weaver and Thurgood 
Marshall. Be wasn't worried about Congressional objection when he challenged U.S. 
Steel. He wasn't worried about either Congressional reaction or Russian reaction or 
even world reaction when he blockaded Cuba. But when It cones to the rights of the 
Negro, who helped to put him In office, then he's afraid of little pockets of white 
resistance. 

PLAYBOY : Has any American President, in your opinion - Lincoln, FDR, Truman, Eisenhower , 
Kennedy * accomplished anything for the Negro? 9 
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MALCOLM X: None of them have ever done anything 'for Negroes . All of them have tricked ' 
the Negro, and made fsly'y es to him at election £liy£-?Vfa' > they never fulfilled. 
Lincoln's concern wasn'4.,^^ -J for the blacks but to stf_L>j8 Jnion. 
PLAYBOY j Wasn't the Civil War fought to decide whether this nation could, In the words 
of Lincoln, "endure permanently half slave and half free"? 

M ALCOLM X: Sir, many, many people are completely misinformed about Lincoln and the 
Negro. That war involved two thieves, the North and the South, fighting over the spoils. 
The further^ we get away from the actual incident, the more they are trying to make it 
sound as though the battle was over the black man. Lincoln said that If he could eave 
the Union without freeing the slaves, he would. But after two years of killing and 
carnage he found out he would have to free the slaves. He wasn't interested in the 
slaves but in the Union. As for the Emancipation Proclamation, sir, it was an empty 
document. If it freed the slaves, why, a century later, are we still battling for 
civil rights? 

FLAYBOY : Despite the fact that the goal of racial equality is not yet realized, many 
&oclologlsts--and many Negro commentators- -agree that no minority group on earth has 
made as much social, civil and economic progress as the American Negro in the past 100 
years. What is your reaction to this view? 

MALCOLM X : Sir, I hear that everywhere almost exactly as you state it. This is one of 
the biggest myths that the American black man himself believes in. Every immigrant 
ethnic group that has come to this country is now a genuinely first-class citizen 
group — every one of them but the black man, who was here when they came. While every- 
body else is sharing the fruit, the black man is Just now starting to be thrown some 
seeds. It is our hope that through the Honorable Elijah Muhammad, we will at last get 
the soil to plant the seeds in. You talk about the progress of the Negro--I'll tell 
you, nr'ster, it's just because the Negro has been in America white America has gone for- 
ward that the Negro appears to have gone forward. The Negro is like a man on a luxury 
commuter train doing 90 miles an hour. He lcoks out of the window, along with all the 
white passengers In their Pullman chairs, and he thinks he's doing 90, too. Then he 
gets to the men's room and looks in the mirror--and he sees he's not really getting 
nnyvhere at all. His reflection shows a black man standing there in the white uniform 
of a dining-car steward. He may get on the 5:10, all right, but he sure won't be get- 
ting off at Westport. 

r LAY BOY : Is there anything then, in your opinion, that could be done — by either whites 
or blacks — to expedite the social and economic progress of the Negro in America? 
MALCCLH X: First of all, the white man must finally realize that he's the one who has 
ccimitled the crimes that have produced the miserable condition that our people are in. 
He can : t hide this guilt by reviling us today because we answer his criminal acts — 
past and present — with extreme and uncompromising resentment. He cannot hide his 
guilt by accusing us, his victims, of being racists, extremists and black supremacists. 
The white man must realize that the sins of the fathers are about to be visited upon 
the heads of the children who have continued those sins, only in more sophisticated 
ways. Mr. Elijah Muhammad is warning this generation of white people that they, too, 
are also facing a time of harvest in which they will have to pay for the crime committed 
when their grandfathers made slaves out of us. But there _is_ something the white man 
can do to avert this fate. He must atone — and this can only be done by allowing black 
men, those who choose, to leave this land of bondage and go to a land of our own. But 
if he doesn't want a mass movement of our people away from this house of bondage, then 
he should separate this country. He should give us several states here on American 
soli, where those of us who wish to can go and set up our own government, our own 
economic system, our own civilization. Since we have given over 300 years of our slave 
labor to the white man's America, helped to build it up for him, it's only right that 
white America should give us everything we need in finance and materials for the next 
25 years until our own nation is able to stand on its feet. Then if the Western Hemis- 
phere 4.8 attacked by outside enemies, we would have both the capability and the motiva- 
tion to join In defending the hemisphere, in which we would then have a sovereign stake. 

The Honorable Elijah Muhammad says that the black man has served under the rule of 
all the other peoples of the earth at one time or another in the past. He teaches that 
it is now God's intention to put the black man back at the top of civilization, where 
he was in the beginning — before Adam, the white man, was created. The world since Adam 
has been white- -and corrupt. The world of tomorrow will be black — and righteous.

On March 9, 136*, from 10:00 p.m. to 
10:30 p.m.. Little appeared on the news cormentory 
and interview program "The World at Ten", television 
station UNDT, channel 13, New York, New York. He 
was interviewed by UNDT comoentator Joe Durso 
relative to his announcement on March 8, 196H, that 
he had split with the HOI. 

During the interview Little specifically 
pointed out that he was not setting up a rival 
organization to the HOI. He stated that Islam was 
still his religion, he still believed in Allah, he 
still considered himself a follower of Elijah Muhammad, 
and he still considered the separation of races as 
taught by Muhammad as the solution to the race problem* 
Ha advised that he has decided that the best wav to 
serve Muhammad was to stay out of the NOI and work on 
his om with non-Muslims. This way he will be free of 
NOI restrictions that previously kept him from reaching 
all Negroes, and he will urge them to follow Eli i ah 
Muhammad* He added that he can now do what "he" 
thinks is necessary to enlighten the peope toward 
Muhammad and Islam. He stated he intended to teach 
a political, economic and social philosophy of black 

nationalism.

In regard to the current civil rights move- 
ment, Little predicted that the struggle would "explode" 
in 1964 and expressed the opinion that young Negroes 
are now willing to do anything for integration. He 
feels that if they are not protected in this activity, 
then they must defend themselves from racial supremacists 
even if they must take up arms. He specifically pointed 
out that he was not urging or teaching retaliation, only 
self- protect ion. As an example he cited the unsolved 
bombing of a Negro church in Birmingham that resulted 
in the death of four girls, and it was his opinion 
that Negroes (not specified), should solve this and 
other such wrongs and execute those responsible. 

Little stated that he was only interested 
in "freedom, justice and equality" for Negroes. He 
added_ that they have not gotten it by being polite, and 
he feels that they should now get angry. 

In regard to his suspension by Muhammad 
in December, 1963, for his remark concerning the 
assassination of former President Kennedy, Little 
advised that the suspension was not for the remark 
itself. He explained that the suspension was for his 
disobedience to Muhamnad for making the remark, 
since Muhammad had told him not to corcment on the 
assassination. He further stated that the suspension 
was originally for a 90 day period, but he recently 
learned from Muhammad that it would be for an 
indefinite period. Consequently, he decided to stay 
out of the NOI and soeak out on his own.

In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD has described his organization on a nationwide 
basis as the "Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad *s Temples 
of Islam". 

On July 10, 1963, a second source advised 
ELIJAH MUHAMMAD Is the national leader of the Nation of 
Islam (NOI); Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2,5335 
South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, Is the national 
headquarters of the NOI; ar.d^ln mld-1960, MUHAMMAD and 
other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S organization 
on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or 
"Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of- 
Islam". 

Hie NOI Is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan* MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD'S teachings 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there Is no

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of the white race, referred to as "white devils", in the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon". 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States.

MUHAMMAD claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery In the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an Independent black nation in the United States* 
Members following MUHAMMAD'S teaching* and his interpretation of the 
"Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the so-called 
Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as "white devils, " 
in the United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be destroyed In 
the approaching "War of Armageddon."

Members following MUHAMMAD'S teaching* and his interpretation of the 
"Koran'* believe there is no such thing as a Hegro; that the so-called 
Hegroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as "white devils," 
in the United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Hegroes, must and will be destroyed in 
the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the HOI, including 
MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the united States.

Ihe occasion was one of the periodic 

seminars held at Leverett House, and Malcolm Z's appearance 

was arra nged by a te aching fellow at Harvard University, 




According^ % Malcolm X stated that he was starting 
a new movement which he believes will change this country's 
foreign and domestic policies by giving Negroes political, 
Bocial and economic philosophy. 

Malcolm X stated his new movement is not "antl anything* " 
Ha wants the black man to control the politics In his own 
residential areas by voting, helping to choose and to 
support their own candidates. He wishes them to become 
economically sound by owning and Investing in the businesses 
within the Negro areas, and he feels that they should become 
socially sound by complete separation from white people 
and organizing their own separate society. He proceeded 
that the Negro has become disillusioned with non-violent 
action and would be ready for any action which will get 
Immediate results in their goal for Civil Rights. Malcolm 
X stated that the Negro realizes he Is being exploited and 
lied to and is sick of it. 

(stated that the above is the substance of

The "Bob Kennedy Show," a program of Radio Station wBZ, 
Boston, Massachusetts, which is run nightly from 6:30 p.m.

Malcolm X Shabazz- Identified as having been the spokesman 
for Elijah Muhammad, leader ct the Black Muslims, until 
recently silenced by Elijah Muhammad. The subject of the 
program on that evening was to be "Negro - Separation and 
Supremecy." 

Bob Kennedy, the moderator of the program, Introduced 
Malcolm X as leader of the Black Muslims, Harlem Mosque, 
now called Muslim Mosque, Incorporated. Bob Kennedy stated 
that the discussion In the program would touch on how the ■ 
break between Elijah Muhammad and Malcolm X came about £ 
after Malcolm X had served so long and so well, how 
Malcolm X's outlook has changed and what he feels his roll 
is in the Civil Rights Strife now troubling the country.

Malcolm X stated that his religion is still Islam., 
and he Is still a Muslim and a believer In Elijah Muhammad' a 
teachings. He stated that everything he knows and has 
learned is a result of Elijah Muhammad's doing. 

Malcolm X was questioned as to whether or not his being 
silenced by Elijah Muhammad was actually the result of a 
statement he had made shortly after the death of President 
John F. Kennedy or whether Elijeh Muhammad had "dismissed 
him because he was getting too popular with the Muslims 
and threatened the leadership of Elijah Muhammad, end this 
leadership being passed on to Elijah Muhammad's son and 
son-in-law. 

Malcolm X stated that his statement' "The chicken had gone 
home -to roost" when mentioning the death of President 
John F. Kennedy had been taken out of ~ context. He stated 
that at the time the topic of his talk was "God's Judgment 
on White America, 11 he had been trying to demonstrate that 
White America wa3 reaping the harvest of the seed she had 
sown and had been using incidents all over the world to 
illustrate this. His remark about "Tha chicken had gone 
home to roost" was meant as another illustration of the 
misfortunes that had come to the United States and was not 
meant to show any kind of relief over the unfortunate death 
of the President. 

He stated that all these incidents that he was using as 
illustrations vera merely prophecies of the Bible coning 
true and that he had pointed out he was happy to see these 
prophecies coming true, and he did not mean that he was 
happy about the death of the President. * * 

As to the threatened passage of power of Elijah Muhammad 
to himself, he said he had nothing to say on that subject. 

Malcolm X was asked what he hoped to accomplish by breaking 
off with Elijah Muhammad and starting out on his own. He 
stated he believes in the teachings of Elijah Muhammad, 
but that in following the teachings of Elijah Muhammad, he 
ran into obstacles which he could not handle and still 
abide by Muhammad's teachings.

Malcolm X Btated that on March 14, 1964, he attended a 
conference in Chester, Pennsylvania. Some of those 
attending were such persons as the Reverend Milton 
Gilaraison, a Civil Rights leader in New York City, Gloria 
Richardson, Civil Rights leader from Cambridge, Maryland, 
and Dick Gregory and Stanley Brock.

NATION OF ISLAM, Formerly referred 
to as the Muslim Cult of Islam, also 
known as Muhammad's Temples of Islam 

In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MOHAMMAD has 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the "Mat Ion of 
Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

On July 10, 1963, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
Is the national leader of the Hat ion of Islam (HOI); Muhammad's

Is the national headquarters of the HOI; and In mid-1960 MOHAMMAD' 
and other HOI officials, when referring to MOHAMMAD'S organization 
on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" 
when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 



The HOI Is an all -Negro organization which was originally 
organized In 1930 In Detroit, Michigan. MOHAMMAD claims to have been 
selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called Hegro 
race out of slavery in the wilderness of Horth America by estab- 
lishing an Independent black nation in the United States. Members 
following MOHAMMAD'S teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran" 
believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes 
are slaves pt the white race, referred to as "white devils," In the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its exploitation 
of the so-called Negroes, must and will be destroyed in the 
approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal statements and 
Instructions to his ministers concerning the principles of his 
organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by the United 
States Government; however, he did not indicate any fundamental 
changes in the teachings of his organization. 

On July 10, 1963, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
early In July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the rellglouB aspects 
of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic benefits to be 
derived by those Negroes who joined the HOI. This policy change, 
according to MUHAMMAD, would help him acquire additional followers
